Directors of the defunct City Trust 
Company were virtually members of

Caraveo Flees Into El Paso; 


Rebel Leader Worn by Trials

EL PASO, Texas, May 23.—Hag- 
gard and worn from the priva- 
tions endured in his flight through 
the Mexican Federal lines to the 
United States, General Marcelo 
Caraveo, former Governor of the.

FOLLOWERS SENT TO JAIL 





Counter-Revolution in Railways 
and Gold Mines, With Aid 
From Abroad, Charged.

MOSCOW, May 23.—Three former 
aristocrats, officials under the im- 
perial a.d Kerensky régimes, were 
put to death today by a firing squad 
for obstructing Communist operation 
of railways and of the gold and plat- 
inum industry. This offense, under 
the Soviet régime, constitutes coun- 
ter-revolutionary plotting for the 
restoration of capitalism.

GERMANS CONSULT 
ALLIES AND YOUNG 
ON PARIS DEBT PLAN 


Whether Progress Was Made Is 
Kept Secret, but Discussions 
Are Likely for Several Days.

BERLIN SEES GRAVE CRISIS 





Voegler’s Withdrawal Disappoints 
Reich Officialsk—Rumor Schacht 
Will Resign Is Ridiculed.

PARIS, May 23.—Dr. Albert Voeg- 
ler’s resignation from his position as 
second German delegate to the ex- 
perts’ committee for the settlement 
of the reparations problem has added 
another complication to the many 
which have had to be endured. It 
has certainly, in the eyes of his fel- 
low experts, greatly increased the 
difficulties of Dr. Hjalmar Schacht, 
chief German delegate, and for that 
reason there was a tendency today 
to allow him the fullest latitude in 
dealing with the conditions and re- 
serves which the creditors: have at- 
tached to their acceptance of an 
average annuity of 2,050,000,000 
marks (about $492,000,000). 

The disappearance of Dr. Voegler 
from the committee may,’ perhaps, 
be regarded as not altogether unhelp- 
ful. He, almost alone among the ex- 
perts, has gone publicly on record 
on the position that he could never 
accept any system providing for pay- 
meats beyond thirty-seven years. 

Schacht’s Difficulties Grow. 


Within the German group there 
may be more elasticity because of 
his resignation and the promotion of 
Ludwig Kastl to his place, but the 
resignation, on the other hand, 
makes Dr. Schacht’s position even 
more delicate with respect to the 
German Government. Dr. Voegler 
having now thrown in his lot defi- 
nitely with the Nationalists, who, 
close observers here say, are opposed 
to any settlement, Dr. Schacht will 
inevitably be less in their favor, and 
as he is already suspected by the 
Left supporters of the government, 
his position has become one of im 
mense difficulty. 

Today was spent in private consul- 
tation. There were two meetings 
between the German delegates and 
Owen D. Young, the American chair- 
man, and others with creditor dele- 
gates. But from them no definite 
indication of how the German dele- 
gation will ultimately treat the cred- 
itors’ counter-proposals could be ob- 
tained. 


Plan Would Aid Reich Budget. 


It is worth while, however, to em- 
phasize what the position of Ger- 
many would be if the new offer 
should be rejected, either because 
of the conditions attached or be- 
cause of the date of application pro- 
posed for the amended Young sys- 
tem of payments. Under the Young 
system there would be immediate re- 
lief for the German budget of 750.- 
000,000 marks (about $180,000,000) 
annually, that is to say, of an 
amount the present value of which 
during three years can be estimated 
at $500,000,000. The present value 
of the difference between the Dawes 
and the Young plans calculated for 
ten years, would amount to more 
than $1,000,000,000, and if the Dawes 
plan annuities were to be continued 
on account of failure there would 
have to be added $70,000,000 a vear 
on account of the increase in the 
index of prosperity. The advantages 
for Germany seem therefore to lie 
in the Young system even though 
there may be some conditions which

Coast Guardsman Freed in Hanson Killing; 
Acquitted of Elks’ Death in Dry Shooting 





ROCHESTER, N. Y., May 23.— 
Glenn Jennings, youthful Coast 
Guardsman, accused of fatally shoot- 
ing Jacob Hanson, was acquitted by 
a Federal jury of the charge of man- 
slaughter, second degree, at his 
second trial here tonight. 

Mr. Hanson, secretary of the Nia- 
gara Falls Lodge of Elks, was shot 
in his automobile on the night of 
May 6, 1928, by the defendant, who 
told the jury he thought Hanson was 
a bootlegger attempting to make his 
getaway. Mr. Hanson died in a hos- 
pital two months afterward. 

The case went to the jury at noon 
and it deliberated for. more than 
eleven hours before bringing in the 
verdict. 

Although the jury found the coast 
guardsman not guilty, it handed a 
popet to Federal Judge John R. 

azel, in which it said: 

‘“‘This jury recommends that greater 
care be exercised in the use of fire 
arms in stopping vehicles on the 
public hizhway.’’ 

Jennings had been tried in Elmira 
in January, but the jury was unable 
to return a verdict. The trial has 
been regarded as a test case in use 
of firearms by Federal prohibition

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Lindbergh’s Freshness After Paris Flight 
Inspired New T ype of British Fighting Plane 





LONDON, May 23.—After two years 
of experiment and development 
Royal Air Force designers have 
turned into practical effect what 
they call the greatest lesson learned 
from Colonel Charles A. Lindbergh’s 
flight across the Atlantic in the 
Spirit of St. Louis, and the result is 
a new secret fighting airplane in 
which the pilot sits in an entirely 
enclosed cockpit. 

When aviation engineers examined 
Colonel Lindbergh’s plane after his 
arrival at Croydon they declared 
there was little to learn either from 
the construction of his monoplane, 
from his. navigation instruments, 
which enabled him to keep such a 
remarkably true course, or from his 
engine. What interested them most 
was the fact that Colonel Lindbergh 


had shown so little physical fatigue, 
although he was not, from outside 


ly robust man. 

They came to the conclusion that, 
apart from Colonel Lindbergh’s grit, 
his amazing skill as pilot and as 
‘natural’ navigator and the reliabil- 
ity of his entire equipment, the suc- 
cess of the flight was in no small 
Measure due to the design of the 
plane’s cabin. Colonel Lindbergh sat 
there entirely protected from the ele- 
ments, almost ‘“‘blind’’ as regards 
direct forwsrd vision, but in a flush 
of fresh air free from exhaust fumes

and almost free from engine noise. 
No British fighting aircraft then con- 
structed provided the pilots with any 
real protection. Although Colonel 
Lindbergh and other pilots engaged 
in commercial flying at. moderate al- 
titudes were protected, men who 
were engaged in duties at heights 
measured in miles were exposed, 
head and shoulders, to Arctic tem- 


peratures and blinding gales, deaf- 
ened by the noise of super-engines 
and at times almost overcome by 
their fumes. 

Air Force designers set to work 
and the result has been seen in re- 
cent secret tests of what may be de- 
scribed as the world’s first salon 
fighting aircraft. The pilot is en- 
tirely enclosed in a cabin of non- 
splinterable glass so treated as to 
prevent it from becoming frosted 
over in high altitudes. His position 
is so arranged that there is no ‘“‘blind 
spot’’ and, by some means not dis- 
closed, he is able to manipulate his 
machine-guns with the same ac- 
curacy as if in an ordinary fight- 
ing machine. 

Technical men are convinced that 
the war in the future will be fought 
in the rarefied air of the upper at- 
mosphere and the nation possessing 
aircraft that protect the pilots 
against the extremes of temperature 
and physical distress, it is contended, 


will have won half the battle at the 
outset.

In the story which follows, Lieu- 
tenant Moon tells of the thrilling 
flight of the plane through fog, 
storms and night over Pennsylvania 
mountains to ‘strike’? at New York.

HEADQUARTERS OHIO WAR 
GAMES, Fairfield Air Depot, May 
23.—We are back at the war games 
after our two ‘raids’? upon New 
York. Our mission is ended. 

We have demonstrated that with 
proper equipment, trained personnel, 
and adequate navigation and radio 
facilities, raiding bombardment 
squadrons can go anywhere, at any 
| time, under any weather conditions. 

Bad weather is no obstacle, merely 
a discomfort. Flying through fogs, 
clouds, storms and night is perfectly 
feasible with proper planes and 
proper instruments. The demonstra- 
tion of these facts will have a tre- 
mendous effect when the next war 
comes, if it ever comes. 

To demonstrate that these things 
are true was the object of our ‘‘raid”’ 
upon New York. But we also demon- 
strated another thing and that is 
that New York, under the conditions 
which existed the night we flashed 
in over the city from the west, was 
perfectly defenseless against an 
aerial raider. 

As we cruised north over the North 
River under a ceiling of fantastic 
cloud formations at 900 feet, the 
sight of the blazing lights of New 
York was a spectacle we will never 





forget. Every flashing sign, every 
beacon was clear visible. "The 
whole city was suffused -with the 


glow of its own lights reflected from 
the cloud banks overehad. 

It was impossible, however, to 
imagine what the situation would 
have been had we been enemy raid- 
ers. We could bomb the city with- 
out danger of attack with perfect 
ease. Cruising in those cloud banks, 
we could have seen the whole pat- 
tern of the city below, outlined by 
the glow of its lights. 

Even had the lights been turned 
out, a single flare dropped over the 
side would have picked out the con- 
fines of the city and its water bor- 
ders into a splendid target. 

In the opinion of myself and the 
crew of our plane, our mission was 
entirely successful. Because we had 
adequate navigating and adequate 
radio communication with the world 
below us, we bored through the 
mountain storms true to our objec- 
tive, dropped our flares and flew on 
to Washington. We demonstrated 
that a bomber heavily loaded with 
bombs and fuel could strike from a 
far inland airport against a popu- 
lous centre. 


At Once Met Bad Weather. 
When we took off from Fairfield 
Air Depot, we had the promise of 
bad weather ahead. The refueling 


plane and the radio plane which had 
receded us’ were down at Union- 
own, : 

Even before the field was sighted 
we were in radio communication 


with them. Captain Ross C. Hoyt, 
piloting the refueling plane, had in- 
formed us that he had been unable 


to get off either below or above the 
clouds in an attempt to fight his wav 
through to Washington where we 
expected to take on ‘our first loao 
of fuel in mid-air. He reported that 
at 7,000 feet ice had begun to form 
on his . The outlook was bad. 

We had been given no definite in- 
structions, except the general plans

PLANE TOO BIG FOR HANGAR

OLD ORCHARD BEACH, Me., 
May 23.—The French monoplane 
Bernard-191 swung out of the sun- 
set sky to a perfect landing tonight 
on the broad ocean front from which 
she will take flight for Paris as 
soon as weather, permits. She had 
been flown here frdm Roosevelt 
Field, Long Island, at 138 miles an 
hour. 

The plane, with its three passen- 
gers, had covered the air distance of 
300 miles in 2 hours and 22 minutes. 
She had left the Long Island field 
at 4:17 P. M. and settled easily on 
the white beach at 6:39 P. M. No 
attempt had been made to push the 
Bernard .to its top speed of 150 miles 
an hour, but a favoring tail wind 
had pushed her forward eight miles 
an hour faster than had _ been 
scheduled. 

The landing was as graceful and 
as simple as the take-off had been 
at Roosevelt. Roaring with terrific 
speed over the meadow of the flying 
field, the plane had lifted itself into 
the sky almost at once, and after 
two wide circles had been pointed 
toward Maine. 


Swift Approach to Maine Shore. 


The suddenness of its departure 
was duplicated in the rapidity with 
which the wide-winged craft ap- 
peared above Old Orchard, dropped 
down and came to rest. Far away 
on the rim of the horizon in the 
southwest the Bernard had appeared 
as a mote that seemed to have 
lodged on the binoculars leveled in 
that direction. 

Growing with amazing swiftness, 
the mote became a dot, then a plane, 


next a monoplane and finally a yel- 
low. bird racing through the slant- 
ing. beams of the sun toward the 
group scattered along the sands be- 
tween the dwarf pines and the 
breakers toppling into foam at the 
edge of the surf. 

he humming tone of the 600- 
horsepower Hispano-Suiza motor be- 
came audible. Almost before ‘one 
noted it, the hum had increased to 
racketing, and the plane had begun 
the first of two circles, each a mile 
or .more in diameter, above the 
watchers on the beach. A cheer 
went up, and was lost in the noise. 
Far out over the ocean, turning from 
blue and green to dull gray as the 
light receded, the Bernard journeyed. 

Fliers Wave as They Skim Beach. 

As it moved out, transit clouds in 
the west moved on the brilliant sun- 
shine made the yellow plane golden. 
The identification number—9422— 
stood out plainly on wing and tail 
as Jean Assollant, the 24-year-old 
French war pilot, banked to make 
the turn in toward the shore. 

At about 500 feet he passed over 
the group below, and from a cabin 
window Réne Lefevre, the pilot’s 
twin in age and in war flying waved 
a hand.

In a spirited buying movement, 
confined largely to the last hour of 
trading, the stock market recovered 
yesterday more than a third of the 
ground lost in the violent decline of 
Wednesday. The rally lifted active 
issues on the New York Stock Ex- 
change from 2 to 10 points and at 
the same time dissipated to a large 
extent the gloom that had enveloped 
the stock market community after 
the acute unsettlement over the fear 
of a rise in the rediscount rate by 
the New York Federal Reserve Bank. 

In Washington the Federal Re- 
serve Board met with Secretary Mel- 
lon presiding, but adjourned without 
announcing any action on the redis- 
count rate. It was reported that the 
Board was divided 3 to 3 on raising 
the rate from 5 to 6 per cent and this 
would give Mr. Mellon the deciding 
vote. 

With the Treasury facing the ne- 
cessity of borrowing close to $550,- 
000,000 next month to meet maturing 
obligations at possibly higher in- 
terest rates than heretofore, it was 
|félt that this would have influence 
with Secretary Mellon in casting his 
vote. :

WASHINGTON, May 23.—The 
tariff revision bill will come to a 
vote in the House of Representatives 
at 3 P. M. on Tuesday. Agreement 
to this effect was reached at a con- 
ference of the Republican member- 
ship which came to an end late this 
afternoon. 

By a vote of 206 to 24, the Repub- 
lican organization bound itself to a 
rule by which the party leaders hope 
to put through the tariff bill with- 
out conflict «. the floor over the 
sugar, building materials and some 
other ‘controversial items upon which 
groups of members have sought to 
reverse the conclusions of the Ways 
atid’ Means Committee. 

When the Hawley bill has been 
sent to the Senate. the House plans 
to take a recess for two months while 
the Senate is working on the tariff 
program. 

The threatened revolt of corn belt 
Republicans, who proclaimed their 
purpose a week ago of giving battle 
on the tariff bill if their demands 
were not met, did not materialize 
today. 

Leaders Press Their Advantage. 


The conference was called to or- 
der at 10 A. M. and adjourned for 
luncheon about 12:30. By arrange- 
ment with the Democrats, the House, 
which met at 1 o’clock, adjourned 
for the day soon after that hour so 
that the Chamber might again be 
available for the Republicans during 
the afternoon. 

When recess was taken, the Re- 


senters were beaten and that is why 
they insisted upon the adoption of 
a rule limiting debate on the bill and 
fixing the hour and day for a vote.

Will Be 21,800 Feet Long. 


The highway, elevated from four- 
teen to eighteen feet above street 
level, will be 21,800 feet long and will 
be constructed substantially midway 
between the piers and the buildings 


on the waterfront street. It will 
have means of access and egress at 
all of the important crosstown 
streets, Canal, Twenty-third, Forty- 
second and Fifty-seventh Streets. At 
Seventy-second Street it will connect 
with Riverside Drive. 

Two thirty-foot roadways will be 
built with no grade crossings and 
the highway will have a capacity of 
from 5,000 to 9,000 cars an hour, ata 
speed of thirty-five miles an hour.

Boy, 6, Gets 15-Year Reformatory Term; 
Convicted of Killing Playmate in Quarrel 





PAINTSVILLE, Ky., May 23 (#).— 
A 6-year-old boy who prattled uncon- 
cernedly with playmates while a jury 
tried him on a manslaughter charge 
tonight faced a sentence of almost 
fifteen years in reform school for 
siaying an 8-year-old child following 
a dispute over a piece of scrap iron 
which the two boys had sought to 
sell to a junk dealer.

| Freedom Can Only Exist if State 


Is Powerful, Dramatist Says 
at Adriatic Resort.

ZAGREB, May 23.—George Bernard 
Shaw, who is spending a few days 
at the Adriatic resort of Ragusa 
with his wife, in an interview with 


the correspondent of the Zagreb 
Morgenblatt, said: 


‘Don’t ask me what the result of 
the English elections will be. I am 
no prophet, but I will tell you this— 
enly politicians, sportsmen and the 
clergy enjoy the respect of the Brit- 
ish public. An author amounts to 
precisely nothing. 

“You Dalmatians ought to con- 
sider yourselves lucky that England 
had never heard about your bauxite 
deposits before the war, or she 
would have taken them from you.’’ 

About Yugoslav affairs Mr. Shaw 
expressed himself in a way remin- 
iscent of his praise of Signor Musso- 
lini, which so outraged the Socialists’ 
feelings a year ago. 

“‘There can be no freedom without 
a strong State,’”’ he said. ‘‘Freedom 
once achieved, the people are in- 
clined to forget it is still necessary 
for somebody to govern. That is why 
King Alexander has such a hard task 
here. Some of you do not: seem to 
realize that an independent Croatia, 
Serbia or Montenegro would be 
speedily swallowed up by some one— 
there is no need for me to say by 
whom.”’ 

Whether Mr. Shaw’s remarks will 
be relished by Dalmatia or Croftia, 
which have always recognized the 
impossibility of gaining independence 
and only demand autonomy within 
the kingdom of Yugoslavia, is doubt- 
ful, but Mr. Shaw safeguarded him- 
self against any reproaches. 

“The whole responsibility for any 
statements I may have made,’’ he 
said, ‘‘rests with you, if I am com- 
pelled to deny them.’”’

| STUDENTS SAY POLICE 


SLEW 2 IN MEXICO CITY 


Officers Wounded So Many That 
Ambalanges Could Not Remove 
Them, Strikers Say. 


MEXICO CITY, May 23 (%).—A 
delegation of striking students came 
to the office of the newspaper Uni- 
versal tonight and declared that at 
least two of their number had been 
killed and many wounded when 
police fired on them in the course 
of a demonstration. 


The students said that mounted 
police found several strikers inside 
the medical school of the university. 
The students barricaded themselves, 
whereupon the police were alleged 
to have fired through the doors and 
also to have clashed with students 
outside the building. 

The police were aided by firemen, 
who earlier in the day had broken 
up another student demonstration by 
turning water on the boys. Before 
that three students were injured 
when police fired on a body of 1,000 
preparatory school students, who 
were holding a demonstration in 
front of the law school of the Na- 
tional University. 

The students further allege that 
so many were wounded that the am- 
bulances were not able to ‘care’ for 
them and that automobiles were 
called into service to carry the 
wounded to the hospital. The fire- 
men were charged with using their 
axes as well as their hose on the 
boys.

Henry Ford, Among Guests, Issues 
Statement Praising Work of 
Relief Fund Head. 





Once a newsboy on the streets of 
Detroit, now a wealthy philanthro- 
pist, David A. Brown officially be- 
came a permanent resident of New 
York last night, welcomed by the 
applause of 2,000 persons at a testi- 
monial dinner at the Commodore. 

Industrial, financial and political 
leaders in person, the President of 
the United States by message, and 
hundreds of organizations and in- 
dividuals abroad, from Poland and 
Lithuania and Rumania by cable- 
gram, joined in hailing Mr. Brown 
not-so much for his business suc- 
cess as for his genius in charity. 

National chairman of the United 
Jewish Campaign, which has raised 
since 1925 under his_ direction 
$15,000,000; chairman of the National 
Appeal for Jewish War Sufferers, 
which from 1921 through 1923 raised 
more than $14,000,000; chairman of 
the board of the China Famine Re- 
lief, which is appealing for $4,000,000; 
spogsor of a score of Jewish relief 
programs and identified on many oc- 
casions with the Red Cross, the 
Salvation Army and the Knights of 
Columbus, Mr. Brown was greeted 
as one of the new ‘‘giants of philan- 
thropy.”’ 

The emphasis of the greeting to 
him under that title almost sub- 
merged an additional welcome to a 
place in the business life of the city.

Over a period of many years I 
have known of the large range of 
civic, -patriotic and humanitarian 
activities of Mr. Brown. In a num- 
ber of these movements I have en- 
joyed his close association, espe- 
cially in the efforts for the relief 
of war sufferers in many lands. 
He has rendered noteworthy con- 
tributions to the well-being and 
happiness of many peoples. I great- 
ly admire his outstanding services 
in the fund raising activities of the 
Jewish Joint Distribution Commit- 
tee.

Brown Discusses Spirit of Service. 


“There was a time when power

An infinitesi- 
mal portion of the people of this 
great country are involved and many 
of these are not criminals measured 
by any right standard. .Time and 
time again I have stated publicly that 
the greatest criminal of all is soci- 
ety, because society allows the con- 
ditions that eventually lead to crime. 
Millions upon millions are spent to 
catch and punish criminals, with 
only limited thousands spent for the 
prevention of crime. 


Tells Reasons for Optimism. 


“But, in the face of all this, I am 
an optimist because I believe that 
the day is not far distant when so- 
ciety will assume its full responsi- 
bility and will give as much of its 
time and its energy and its means 
toward the prevention of crime as it 
does now for the punishment of 
crime. I am not an economist, except 
in a lay way yet I have the courage 
to say that prevention is more an 
economic element than punishment. 
I am an optimist for I believe the 
world is growing better. 

“I am an optimist for I observe 
that men and women in every part 
of this country are vieing with each 
other to properly use the wealth they 


possess. 

“Great foundations are being 
established for every conceivable 
human purpose, educational institu- 
tions endowed, great centres of re- 
search founded, wonderful industrial 
museums built. I am an optimist 
because of the thousands of fine men 
in this country who are consecrating 
their lives_to the cause of educa-~- 
tion, medicine, religion and to the 
service of their fellow-men.’’

Arosemena, the Panaman Foreign 
Secretary, said yesterday in discus- 
ing the return of Dr. Ricardo Al- 
faro to the United States as Minis- 
ter from Panama on the Calamares 
Sunday. 

Dr. Arosemena said Dr. Alfaro 
would not receive any instructions 
regarding the treaty because plainly 
there were none to be given. 

The new treaty was virtually re- 
jected by the National Assembly 
more than a year ago and its objec- 
tionable features were made known 
to the United States State Depart- 
ment then. Dr. Arosemena declared 
yesterday that the next move must 
come from the United States.

r. Arosemena reiterated yesterday 
that the clause of the 1926 treaty | 
relating to Colon would never be: 
accepted by Panama. This clause | 
provides for the transfer of a wide 
portion of Colon upon which Canal 
Zone employes’ quarters and recre- 
ation buildings are now being con- 
structed from Panama to Zone juris- 
diction. ‘‘By acquiescing Colon vir- 
tually would be hemmed in on two 
sides by the Zone. It would mean 
the beginning of the end of our sec- 
ond largest city,’’ said Dr. Arose- 
mena. 

Commenting on the recent inter- 
change of notes between himself and 
Chargé d’Affaires Benjamin Muse, 
Dr. Arosemena declared that al- 
though commissary goods have not | 
been sold freely to non-employes of | 
the Canal, the Panaman Govern- 
ment objects to the principle of the 
American contention that since the 
abrogation of the Taft agreement 
the United States has the right of!’ 
extending commissary privileges to 
whomsoever it pleases. Dr. Arose-' 
mena expressed the opinion that the | 
Taft agreement, drawn up in 1904 
while Chief Justice Taft was Secre- 
tary of War, established the United 
States commissary policy. This, he 
believed, was abrogated by the’ 
United States to enable the United 
States to negotiate better for a new 
treaty. | 

“There is ground for believing the 
people of Panama have been unduly 
alarmed at the effect-of the estab- 
lishment of a government settle- 
ment in the canal strip by the com- 
mission,’’ said Mr. Muse. ‘‘Appar- 
ently they fear that at least the 
effect would be to create out of a 
part of their territory a competing 
and independent community which 
would injuriously effect their rev- 
enues and diminish their prestige as 
a nation. 

“We have not the slightest inten- 
tion of ae an independent 
colony in the middle of the Republic 
of Panama nor of exercising any 
greater governmental functions 
than to construct, maintain and o 
erate the canal under the ri hts 
given to us by the treaty. Least of 
all do we desire to interfere with the 
business and prosperity of the people 
of Panama,’’ Mr. Muse said. ‘‘Thi« 
agreement was purely voluntary on 
the part of the United States and 
there was nothing to prevent her 
changing the policy.”’ 

Mr. use declared that relations 
between the United States and Pan- 
ama were better now than ever be- 
fore, attributing this to the high, 
grade of canal executives and per- | 
sonnel. He said the commissary dis- | 
cussion had been entirely friendly. 











Washington Awaits Ratification.

WASHINGTON, May 23. — The 
State Department has received no re- 
port from Panama recently bearing 
upon the status of the treaty of 1926 
covering relations between that 
country and the United States and 
officials declined to comment on the 
situation tonight. 

Since the treaty was negotiated it 
has been left in the hands of Panama 
for ratification and Secretary Stim- 
son has not had.occasion to give the 
question intensive study. 

The treaty provides that Panama 
shall declare itself in a state of war 
should the United States become in- 
volved in war and revises arrange- 
ments affecting the Canal Zone and 
Panama with reférencé to such mat- 
ters as the military defenses of Colon 
and other points. —

BERLIN, May 23.—As a result of 
Dr. Albert Voegler’s withdrawal 
from the German delegation to the 
reparations conference at Paris, gov- 
ernment circles frankly admitted to- 
day that the conference had reached 
the most critical, stage efits hectic 
career. Not only has the retirement 
of Dr. Voegler from further partici- 
pation in the discussions provoked a

New Stamp to Commemorate 
Incandescent Lamp Jubilee

WASHINGTON, May 23.—Post- 
master General Brown announced 
today that the department would 
shortly issue a new 2-cent postage 
stamp to commemorate the fif.- 
tieth anniversary of the produc- 
tion of the first incandescent lamp 
invented by Thomas Edison. 

The stamp will be the same 
size as the standard 2-cent stamp 
and will be printed in red ink. It 
will show the original lamp with 
issuing rays of light. Above the 
lamp will be a ribbon with the 
words ‘‘Edison’s First Lamp.” 

In the upper corners will be rib- 
bon scrolls with ‘1879’ at the left 
and ‘1929 at the right. On 
either side of the lamp there will 
appear the inscription: ‘‘Electric 
Light’s Golden Jubilee.”’

brother and I approached carefully, | 


fired simultaneously and got him. 
The Lola runners with us refused to 
bring the animal into their village. 
It seems the giant panda is a sort 
of minor deity among them. It was 
amusing later to find they had called 
in a priest who conducted rites to 
purify the tribe and drive off aveng- 
ing spirits. The Lola people never 
harm the panda. Most of those we 
met never had seen one. 

“The beast was a beauttiful speci- 
men, weighing more than 200 pounds 
and measuring neearly seven feet in 
length. It had a thick coat of fur 
with black and white splotches, ana 
a white head with black ‘‘eyeglasses,’’ 


a black fringe of hair around the| 


eyes. The animal is believed to be- 
long to the bear family but, unlike 
bears, never hibernates and, further- 
more, has forty-two teeth instead of 
forty. Otherwise, it is similar to the 
bear species. 

“The panda lives exclusively on 
bamboo shoots, which are amply pro- 
vided in its native haunts, which are 
the high altitudes, ranging from 
8,000 to 14,000 feet. It always stays 
among thick bamboo forests and is 
very fond of honey. Its habits are 
bearlike, but scientists determine

In this manner we were 
carried through this tiny friendly 
state, much to the amazement of the 
Chinese when we told the tale of our 
experience on returning to this coun- 
try.’’ 

Mr. Roosevelt said he was writing 
a book on their experiences, collabo- 
rating with his brother. He is aboard 
the steamer President McKinley, 
which is scheduled to arrive at San 
Francisco on June 12. Thence he 
will »roceed to Chicago and then go 
to his home in New York. 





PRESIDENT RECEIVES 
ITALIAN-AMERICANS 


Hoover Hears Defenders of the 
Constitution Decry ‘Daal 
Allegiance’ Propaganda.

WASHINGTON, May 23. — Presi- 
dent Hoover today received officers 
of the Defenders of the Constitution, 
an organization composed of Ameri- 
ean citizens of Italian extraction. 
The delegation was headed by Dr.

“Their un-American purpose is to 
establish a foreign colony in our 
midst that will be pledged to a dual 
allegiance. Their aim is to set up 
in America a system of society and 
government which obviously has no 
place in this democracy. : 

‘“‘We do not question the right of 
other countries to have whatever 
form of government they desire, but 





the Defenders of the Constitution do 
challenge the propriety of propa- 
a and persecution desi to 
reak down .American principles of 
government.”’

Brooklyn opposing Connolly’s appeal 
from his conviction of conspiracy to 
defraud the city on sewer contracts. 
The court reserved decision, 

, Max D. Steuer, representing Con- 
nolly, and John C, Wait. counsel for 
Frederick Seely, former design engi- 
neer in the Queens Sewer Bureau, 
began on Wednesday the arguments 
for new trials. Connolly and Seel 
were convicted on Oct, 17,\ last, an 
each was sentence to one yéar in 
jail and fined $500. 

The appeals were based on the con- 
tention that judicial errors had been 
made in ere the defendants 
jointly instead of individually to five 
peremptory challenges 'of talesmen, 
and in admitting evidence concern- 
ing Connolly’s personal wealth. Mr. 
Steuer also argued that there: was 
no evidence to link, the former 
——— President with the late 
John M. Phillips. 

The State’s case, Mr. Buckner 
argued yesterday, hinged principally 
on the source of Connolly’s wealth. 
The excessive prices charged for 
sewer pipe clearly showed that 
somebody was reaping huge profits, 
he declared, and Connolly's wealth 
appeared to be all out of proportion 
to his salary. To a question from 
President Justice Lazansky as to 
what connection existed between 
Phillips and Connolly, the prosecutor 
replied: ‘‘The_ specifications that 
were prepared for sewers tended to 
preclude others than those wanted 
by Phillips. Phillips alone made the 
pr it pipe.” 

“Could it be made elsewhere?” 
asked Justice Kapper. ‘‘Yes,’’ re- 
plied Mr. Buckner. ‘‘I don’t get the 
force of that,’’ the Justice said. 

“They knew they: could not sell 
that sort of pipe in Queens and they

“About everything you have men- 
tioned so far is equally consistent 
with innocence as with guilt,’’ Jus- 
tice wapper pointed out. 

‘‘Why did contractors generally sell 
sewer pipe all over, except in Queens, 
and leave that borough severely 
alone?” asked Mr, Buckner. ‘‘The 
jury answered that question.” 

Referring to Seely, Mr. Buckner 
cited the McGovern contracts to 
show that the design engineer ‘‘did 
whatever Phillips told him to do.” 

Justice Young asked if the ques- 
tion of Connolly’s finance was taken 
up on cross-examination. ; 

‘Mr, Steuer and I asked Connolly 
ng questions on that subject,” Mr. 
Buckner replied. ‘‘Mr. Steuer re- 
frained from it and to me the evi- 
dence as it stood on that point was 
satisfactory.”’

Resolved, That the Federal Re- ' 
serve Board is hereby directed to 
advise the Senate what action it 
has taken or proposed to take to 
remedy such situation. 

The bill introduced by Senator 
Thomas would fix the legal rate and | 
maximum rates of interest, on con- | 
tracts between residents of different 
States. Section One of the bill is as | 
follows: | 

“The legal rate of interest shall | 


not exceed six (6) per cent per an- | 
num in the absence of any contract 


as to the rate of interest, and by 
contract parties may agree upon any 
rate not to exceed ten (10) per cent 
per annum. Said rates of six (6) 
and ten (10) per cent shall be re- 
spectively the legal rate and the 
maximum contract rates of interest; 
provided, that the provisions of this 
section shall apply only to contracts 
made between persons, firms, asso- 
ciations and corporations when resi- 
dents of different States.’’ 

The receiving or charging of a 
greater rate of interest than this, is, 
in. the second section of the bill, 
deemed a forfeiture of twice the 
arhount of interest agreed to in the 
debt. The person by whom an ex- 
cessive rate of interest has been paid 
may recover for twice the entire 
amount of interest in an action 
brought within two years of maturity 
of the contract. | 

Senator Brookhart declared in in- 
troducing his bill that the credit sit- 
uation and the O’Fallon decision ‘‘are 
ominous events, especially to agri- 
culture.’’

ST. PAUL, Minn., May 23.—The 
Rev, Dr. Cleland B. McAfee of Chi- 
cago Theological Seminary, ‘‘Liberal’’ 
candidate for Moderator of the Pres- 
byterian General Assembly, was 
elected today by a vote of 572 to 
332. He won over the Rev. Dr. 
Robert Dick Wilson of Princeton 
Theological Seminary. 

The election represents a victory 


for the liberal element in the dis-| 


pute centring around the administra- 
tion and faculty of Princeton Semi- 
nary. Dr. McAfee is said by commis- 
sioners to the assembly to represent 
this element. Dr. Wilson, who is a 
faculty member at the seminary, is 
said to be backed by the Rev. Dr. 
J. Gresham Machen, leader of the 
conservative group at the institution. 


Seminary Report Coming. 


The election is expected to have 
an important bearing on the action 
to be taken Friday afternoon or 
later, when the report of a special 
committee appointed at the last as- 
sembly to investigate affairs of the 
seminary is presented. 

The Rev. Dr. Josiah Sibley of 
Pasadena, Cal., nominated Dr. Mc- 
Afee, and the nomination was sec- 
onded by Frank Loesch of Chicago, @ 
member of President Hoover’s Law 
Enforcement Investigation Commis- 
‘sion, who is a delegate to the assem- 
bly. Dr. Wilson was nominated by 
the Rev. W. E. Biederwolf of In- 
diana and seconded by the Rev. J. €. 
Barr of New Orleans. 

In his first address to the assembly 
the new Moderator asserted that two 
important national issues were in 
need of support by the Church. 

‘‘We must sound a clear note of 
advance for world peace and brother- 
hood,’’ he said. ‘‘The Kellogg pact 
seems to be on a precarious founda- 
tion and in danger of breaking down 
because of a lac: of the spirit. of 
human brotherhood.’’ 

Law observance, as outlined in an 
address in New York City’by Presi- 


dent Hoover, was cited by Dr, Mc-| 


Afee as the second national problem 
of which the Church must take 
cognizance. 

‘“‘We have in Washington,’’ he de- 
eclared, ‘‘a clear mind which sees 
through the smoke screen and secs 
that the question is not a law but 
the law. 

‘Tt is not the part of the Church 
to make laws or to. enforce them, 
but it 1s the Church’s part to spread 
the spirit of observance of law.’’

Menden Says B. M .T. and 
Brooklyn City Road Also Could 
Save $600,000 Annually. 








CUT IN OVERHEAD PLANNED 





If Approved by Board, Program Is 
Expected to Aid Deal for 
Transit Unification. 





Representatives of the B. M. T. 
and Brooklyn City Railroad appeared 
yesterday at a hearing before the 
Transit Commission on an applica- 
tion seeking approval of the merger 
agreement concluded by the two 
companies last February for unifica- 
tion of their surface lines in Brook- 
lyn and Queens. 

The agreement creates a _ single 
surface system with a trackage of 
more than 500 miles and is regarded 
in transit circles as paving the way 
for the possible granting by the city 
of a bus franchise to the new con- 
solidated corporation, to be known 
as the Brooklyn and Queens Transit 
Corporation. Such a franchise would 
facilitate the negotiations for transit 
unification, as it would remove the 
obstacle presented by the B. M. T. 
in its demand for inclusion of its 
surface lines in the proposed unified 
system, to which the city and the 
Transit Commission have been 
opposed. 

The hearing was held hefore the 
full commission, with William G. 
Fullen, the chairman, presiding, the 
other commissioners attending being 
Charles C. Lockwood and Leon G. 
Godley. 


Sees $500,000 Saving. 


The principal witness was William 
S$. Menden, president of the B. M. 
T., who declared that the public 
would benefit greatly from the merg- 
er through increased and improved 
service as a result of economies ef- 
fected. He said that the merger 
would make possible an annual sav- 
ing of $500,000 through reduction of 
overhead costs and elimination in 
shop and other maintenance facill- 
ties. Rerouting in accordance with 
the needs and convenience of the 
riding public and closer cooperation | 
with police traffic regulations, better | 
relations with regulatory bodies 
and simplification of intercompany 
charges and credits were among the 
features cited by Mr. Menden in sup- 
port of the consolidation agreement. 

A. M. Williams, special counsel for 
the B. M. T., discussed the financial | 
aspect of the merger. James Addi-; 
son, controller for the _ subsidiary 
companies comprising the B. M. T. 
surface system, said that $1,500,000, 
representing annual net earnings on 
the basis of nine months of the 
present fiscal year, would be avail- 
able for dividends on_ preferred 
stock. Mr. Addison said it is hoped 
the merger will become effective 
July 1. 

Others who gave financial testi- 
mony were Fred C. Marston, secre- 
tary-treasurer of the B. M. T. sub- 
sidiaries, and George W. Jones, vice 
president and treasurer of the 
Brooklyn City Railroad. 

The application gives the lifes to} 
be merged as the Nassau Electric | 
Railroad Company, the Coney Is-} 
land and Brooklyn Railroad Com- 
pany, the Brooklyn, Queens County 
and Suburban Railroad Company, 
the Coney Island and Gravesend 
Railway Company and the Brooklyn 
City Railroad Company. In addition, 
the new corporation would acquire | 
the capital stock of the South Brook- 
lyn Railway Company. The merger 
includes virtually all the surface lines 
in Brooklyn and Queens. 


Financing Is Outlined. 


As shown in the testimony of. Mr. 
Williams and Mr. Addison, the con- 
solidated company, shares of which 
will be issued to stockholders of the 
merged companies in exchange for 
their holdings, will have 283,250 
shares of preferred stock, 820,000 
shares of common, all without par 








value, and the funded debt of the 
existing companies, aggregating 
about -$31,105,528. The preferred 
stock will be entitled to cumulative 
dividends of $4 a share for the first 
year, $5 for the second and $6 theve-

The combined capitalization of the 
companies in the merger consists of 
$36,000,000 par value of capital stocks

The B. T. will receive 123,250

B. M. T. surface line companies and 
in settlement o fa $13,000,000 con- 
struction account claim against the 
Brooklyn City now in litigation.

ASSERTS SHERMAN LAW 
IS ADVANTAGE TO STATE 


Colonel W. J. Donovan Tells 
Industrial Leaders at Syracuse 
It Aids Business.

SYRACUSE, May 23.—Speaking to- 
night at the annual dinner of the 
Associated Industries of New York, 
Ine., Colonel William J. Donovan of 
Buffalo, former Assistant Attorney 
General of the United States, 
declared that the Sherman anti-trust 
law enacted in 1890 was, generally 
speaking, an aid to business and that 
for the industries in this State it was 
a safeguard and should not be re- 
pealed. 

“Anti-trust policy,’’ said Colonel 
Donovan, ‘‘should be considered in 
accordance with the industrial com- 
plexity of the State. Whatever 
changes other States may wish, New 
York State, by reason of its peculiar 
economic condition, is particularly 
dependent upon the existence of the 
Sherman law. 

‘*While the State leads in the value 
of its products, it is a State of smaller 
manufacturing establishments. It is 
not made up of large-scale manu- 
facturers. 

‘“‘We find here highly diversified | 
small scale manufacturing calling for | 
a proportionately small amount of 
power and a large amount of skilled 
labor. Whatever the reason may be 





the newer and greater basic indus- 


tries are not coming to New York, 
and in this lies certain advantages, 
for from diversification comes sta- 
bility as a whole. There is a greater 
play for individual initiative, consti- 
tuting the basis for healthier eco- 
nomic development. 

“In tne kind of industry found 
here, individualized and dependent 
upon personal enterprise, the law is 
really a safcguard rather than a 
hindrance. It stands between the 
small business man and the combina- 
tion that would restrain his freedom 
of trade. It is a law which not only 
secures the constitutional guarantee |

WALLON ESCAPES 
AT AUBURN PRISON 


Convict Serving 40 Years for 
Hold-Up Here Goes Out in 
Bale of Paper. 








HIS COMPANION IS CAUGHT 





Missing Man Has Had Long Career 
of Crime—Held Up Card 
Game in 1926.

AUBURN, N. Y., May 23.—James 
Henry Walion, an Auburn convici, 
also known as James Weightman, is 
at liberty tonight after one of the 
most ingenious escapes, this after- 
noon, in the history of the prison. 

Wallon secreted himself inside one 
of twenty-seven bales of waste paper 
sold by the prison to the Auburn 
Rag and Metal Company. When the 
load arrived at the junk yard he 
wiggled himself loose from inside the 
bale and dashed away toward North- 
east Auburn. 

Prison guards, State troopers, Au- 
burn police and deputy sheriffs are 
engaged in the hunt and are guard- 
a, Bo onthe in all directions. 

allon had a companion, James 
J. Delpresse, who was stowed away 
in another bale, but was unable to 
get loose and was caught by prison 
guards at the junk yard. Both men 
were serving forty-year sentences 
for robbery, first degree. 

Receiving a tip that the paper was 
to be hauled away this afternoon, the 
prisoners hid away and went out with 
the load. Neither was injured when 
the bales were sent down a long 
chute to a motor truck, or when 

rison guards jabbed pointed rods 
nto them as a precaution against 
possible stowaways. 

Warden Edgar S. Jennings started 
an investigation to discover, if pos- 
sible, what aid the — had from 
other prisoners. The baling of waste 
popes is conducted by trusties with- 
out supervision of prison guards be- 
cause of the shortage of the latter. 

Wallon, who is 42 years old, has a 





long criminal career. He was com- 
mitted to Sing Sing Sg for forty 
years on May 7, 1926, in New York 
and transferred to Auburn in Octo- 
ber, 1926. Delpresse was sentenced 
to Sing Sing May 13, 1926, in Queens 
County. 





Held Up Card Game With Gang. 


James (English Harry) Wallon 
was sentenced to Sing Sing by Judge 
Max S. Levine in 1926. Twice before 
convicted of robbery for which he 


served prison terms, he was arrested 
on April 4, 1926, with six other mem- 
bers of his gang, four of whom were 
later convicted and sentenced to iong 
terms. Former Inspector Coughlin 
declared the arrest ‘‘the most impor- 
tant since that of the Whittemore 
gang.’’ 

Detectives caught him and his fol- 
lowers in the act of holding up seven- 
teen card players at 2 A. M. at 55 
West Forty-sixth Street. 

On April 26, 1926, Wallon and four 
of his gang were convicted in Gen- 
eral Sessions Court of robbery. On 
May 5 Judge Levine sentenced Wal- 
lon to forty years as a second offen- 
der, denouncing him as ‘‘a master 
mind in criminology’ and ‘‘a grad- 
uate of every prison in this State 
and New Jersey.’’ 

On July 2, 1913, he was sent to 
Elmira for robbery for an indeter- 
minate period. On Nov. 9, 1914, in 
Brooklyn, he received a sentence of 
nineteen years in Sing Sing, escap- 
ing with another prisoner, John Bas- 
kin, from the court house steps. 
Caught on the same day, he served 
part of his term and was discharged. 
On Jan. 7, 1923, he was arrested for 
robbery, but was not convicted. 

He is described as being 5 feet 1 
inch tall, weighing 120 pounds, of 
medium complexion, with chestnut 
hair. He has a deep scar on his 
scalp and another on his forehead. 
Before his arrests, he was a stenog- 
rapher and typist. 





Dates Set for 302 Padlock Suits. 


Federal Judge Alfred C. Coxe fixed 
six dates yesterday for the trial of 
302 defendants against whom the 
government has started padlock pro- 
ceedings since November. The 
dates set are May 29 and June 3, 4, 
5, 6 and 7. Federal investigators in- 
timated that they expected a large 
mumber of consents to padlocsxs 
without trial. It has been the cus- 
tom to padlock for six months the re- 
sorts of defendants who consent to 
decrees without trial and to impose 
one-year closures upon those con- 
victed.

TRENTON, N. J., May 23.—St. 
Luke’s Hospital in New York is a 
principal beneficiary among _institu- 
tions and charities provided for in 
the will of Miss Katherine E. Turn- 
bull of Princeton who died on May 
11. Her estate exceeds $1,000,000 in 
value. 

Ethel Turnbull of Westcott Road, 
Princeton, a niece, is to receive $40,- 
000 outright and one-fifth of the 
residue of the estate. 

The sum of $350,000 is provided for 
St. Luke’s .with an endowment for 
private and semi-private patients. An 
additional $75,000 is designated to 
establish a country branch for con- 


valescents. Miss Turnbull also pro- 
vided $75,000 for each of the follow- 


ing: 

Reciuty for the Relief of the Des- 
titute Blind of the city of New York 
and vicinity. 

The New York Association for Im- 
proving the Condition of the Poor. 

The Home for Incurables in New 
York. 

The sum $25,000 goes to the New 
York Lighthouse Association for the 
Blind to be expended partly in the 
United States as well as in France 
for men blinded in the war. 


$50,000 More for St. Luke’s. 


Mary C. Moses, whose identity is 
not disclosed, will receive $19,000 
and the income from a $50,000 trust 
fund, the principal of which will be 
given to St. Luke’s hospital after her 
death. Marie Leichtmann, also un- 
identified, receives $10,000 and 150 
shares of stock in the American Tel- 
ephone and Telegraph Company. 
Other bequests are: Mary Wadding- 
ton, $5,000; Amelia C. Norwood of 
Medford, Ore., $10,000, and Cornelia 
L. Nevius of Waterford, Conn., 
$5,000. 

Each of three nephews and two 
nieces is to get a cash bequest in 
addition to dividing equally the resi- 
due. They also will receive title to 
Miss Turnbull’s residence, its con- 
tents and her half-interest in Turn- 
bull Estates, the Bronx. Ellen Turn- 
bull Owen, 1,075 Park Avenue, New 
York, will receive $40,000. Robert J. 
Turnbull, 30 Sutton Place and John 
S. Turnbull, 1,075 Park Avenue, New 
Yorlg, receive $35,000 each. A third 
nephew, Gouverneur M. Turnbull of 
the Belmont Hotel, New York, 
inherits. $20,000. 

The assessed value of the state is 
not known at present. The Bank of 
New York and Trust Company is 
named as executor and is relieved of 
the necessity of filing a bond.

FORT WORTH, Texas, May 23 (*). 
‘—The civilian endurance plane Fort 
'Worth, with more than 108 hours 
‘ef sustained flying behind it, con- 
‘tinued to fly toward its goal of 151 
hours 40 minutes 15 seconds, aimed 
at by Filot R. L. Robbins and his 
‘mechanic, James Kelly, as dusk set- 
tied over the airplanes above this 
‘elty for the fifth time since the 
\flight got under way at 11:33 A. M. 
Sunday. 

The 108th hour mark was reached 
at 11:33 P. M. today. The next his- 
torie mark to be equalled was the 
iflying time of the Graf Zeppelin, re- 
corded at about 111% hours, a record 
for that type of ship. A second mark 
‘te be passed some hours later if all 
| goes well is the flying time of 118 
‘hours established by the French 
dirigible Dixmude. 


Would Set Civilian Ship. Marks. 


If successful, the Fort Worth 
would be the’ first “civilian ship to 
pass these sustained flying marks, 
although the army’sQuestion Mark 
|laid them low. It is the Question 
Mark’s record which the Fort Worth 
is attempting to break. 

The single motor in the rebuilt 
Ryan continued to purr smoothly as 
it had since the grind began. Rob- 
bins indicated he and Kelly were fa- 
tigued. In a note which he dropped 
he said: 

“The motor and the ship are in 
good shape and we are a little tired 
but don’t let’ it bother us.’’ 

The eleventh refueling was per- 
formed ‘early tonight and for the first 
time some gasoline was spilled The 
supply plane carrying K. K. Hoff- 
man and H. S. Jones made contact 
with the Fort Worth, and as the gas- 
line was being transferred the en- 
durance plane broke contact. Only 
afew gallons were spilled, however, 
because Jones turned the valve as 


goon as the ship below began to veer 
away. Contact was made again a 
few minutes later. 

The fliers refused, however, to let 
fatigue. put an end to their joking. 
Besides more serious messages, there 
were several containing facetious .re- 
marks. In one Robbins wrote: 

“T am afraid the end is near. Kelly 
has a ’chute and is thinking of his 
wife. I can’t refuel alone.’’ 

Kelly was married six weeks ago. 


Jokes About Cramped Space. 


In another note dropped at Mea- 
eham Airport the fliers commented 
on the cramped space in the plane: 
“‘We can understand how people who 
live in small houses get by.”’ 

Earlier in the day Robbins advised 
the ground crew: 

“We will try not only for a new 
record but to set a good one.’’ 

The fliers now have parachutes. 
Kelly’s was given to him by Lieuten- 
ant H. R. Ogden, adjutant and pilot 
for Brigadier Gen. F. P. Lahm, in 
charge of aviation in the Eighth 


Corps Area, who flew alongside the 
Fort Worth yesterday. It was of 
the type which fits the back and 
allows Kelly, who,tends the motor 
by walking on,.the catwalk, greater 
freedom than he had .with the “‘seat)’ 
parachute.

SWIFTLY TO MAINE

of his engine. The spinning propeller 
idled to a halt, the cabin door in the 
plane swung out and Lefevre, fol- 
lowed by Peel and Assolant hopped 
out. 


Plane Staked Down for Night. 


The pilot had brought his plane to 
a halt close to the concrete apron 
at the lip of the solitary hangar on 
the beach. Lefevre and Assollant, 
when they debarked, ran to the doors 
of the hangar. They looked at the 
width and then back at the Bernard’s 
wing span. Lacking knowledge of 
English, and even though they were 
at a distance from the 200 persons 
grouped down the beach, they made 
their meaning perfectly clear by 
gestures. . 

The Bernard was entirely too big 
to go into the hangar. Some of the 
onlookers differed, and a score or 
more joined the crew of the plane 
in running up to the door for a test. 
Assollant and Lefevre grinned hap- 
pily; the plane could not, by any ju- 
dicious handling, be stored in the 
hangar. 

Undaunted by this contretemps, 
the fliers calmly staked the plane 
down for the night, flung tarpaulin 


over her, protected the precious mo- 
tor and started for the hotel to await 
their backer and _ co-flier on the 
flight, Armenio Lotti, 31-year-old 
aviation enthusiast, who is due here 
tomorrow morning by train. He had 
been detained on business in New 
York City this afternoon. 


American Fliers Offer to Help. 


As the French aviators walked to 
their hotel they were greeted by 
Roger Q. Williams and Captain 
Lewis Yancey, who are awaiting fair 
weather for a take-off in a Bellanca 
monoplane for Rome. The American 
fliers congratulated the Frenchmen 
and offered their services and expe- 
rience in helping in any way they 
might the French flight. 

Williams and Yancey, on their 
flight here from the Teterboro 
(N. J.) airport, required three and 
a half hours. Their plane, however, 
is not nearly so fast as the Bernard. 

Mr. Peel said that the course of the 
flight had taken the plane over New 
Haven, New London, Worcester, Bos- 
ton, Portsmouth, N. H. and Bidde- 
ford, Me. All of these places, ex- 
cept Biddeford, had been passed at 
great height. 

He said that on the trip up the 
direction finger on the Bernard had 
received a thorough test. He re- 
ported that it had worked faultlessly, 
as had other instruments which had 
been tried out. 

The French fliers have arranged 
for a comprehensive weather service. 
Under an arrangement with Dr. 
James Kimball, meteorologist of the 
New York Weather Bureau, a morn- 
ing and a night report on transatlan- 
tic flight conditions will be _ tele- 
graphed to them here. 


Colorful Start at Roosevelt Field. 


The French monoplane Bernard- 
191 scudded fleetly across Roosevelt 
Field late yesterday, tilted suddenly 
into the sky _and was away at 4:17 
P. M. for Old Orchard Beach, Me., 
to await fair weather and her take- 
off for Paris. 

The big yellow plane fairly streaked 
over the level green .of the Long 
Island sward, with its single power- 
ful motor roaring the _ propeller 
ground at a rate that made the two 
blades a circle of silvery sheen. As 
it sped off the whirling propeller 
showered the onlookers with fine 
sand, and just as daylight showed 
between the wheels and the field the 
plane hit a bumper of loose earth 
and more-sand geysered. 

Jean Assollant was at the wheel in 
the cockpit wnen the plane took off. 
A wide smile: spread over his boyish 
face as the monoplane, responding to 
his touch, took its first-lurch for- 
ward. In the cabin behind, at the 


navigator’s table, sat Rene Lefevre, 
and near stood Frederick W. Peel, 
one of the officials at the field.. 

Armeno Lotti Jr., backer of the 
flight and a co-pilot, remained at the 
field when his plane climbed into 
the northeast and laid a trail of 
black smoke behind it. Final ar- 
rangements for his effort to estab- 
lish a speed record from this coun- 
try to France required his attention. 
We left for the beach last night at 
8:25 o’clock. 


Ocean Weather Still Unfavorable. 


Hope that the French airplane 
would soar from the wide sandy 
beach and begin winging its long 
course to Le Bourget by Saturday 
appeared slight last night. If, how- 
ever, there is the slightest break in 
the bad weather off Newfoundland, 
the flight will be started tomorrow. 
Before he left Mr. Lotti reluctantly 
admitted that a wait until Sunday 
seemed likely. 

The sponsor of the attempt to span 
the Atlantic with a French crew and 
a French plane spent yesterday 
morning with Dr. James Kimball, 
meteorologist of the local Weather 
Bureau. Together they went over 
the routes open to the plane in fair 
weather. Dr. Kimball informed Mr. 
Lotti that the bad weather area off 
the Grand Banks had not grown less 
and that conditions were extremely 
unfavorable. 

After his conference, Mr. Lotti in- 
dicated that he would abandon the 
Great Circle course of other success- 
ful flights and fly over the steam- 
ship lanes. Colonel Charles A. Lind- 
bergh, Clarence D. Chamberlin and 
Commander Richard E. Byrd took 
the Circle course. 


Plans Direct Sea Route to Brest. 


This enabled. them to fly over land 
for about 700 miles, and in that 
period determine whether motor and 
all else were functioning as they 
should, without risking a landing in 
the Atlantic wastes. Mr. Lotti, how- 
ever, to maintain communication and 
to avoid the bad zone off the 
Banks, has virtually decided to fly 
direct out to sea and hold on over 
the waves until he reaches the 


French coast. He hopes to catch his 
first glimpse of his own country near 
Brest. 

Clarence Chamberlin spent a half 
hour going over the instrument board 
of the Bernard-191. In accordance 
with his earlier suggestion, the dials 
had been grouped closer. The mass- 
ing of the instruments, Mr. Cham- 
berlin pointed out, would make for 
greater ease by the pilots during the 
long flight to France. . 

The earth inductor compass, which 
he lent to the French fliers, had been

Earlier in the day the Blue bomb- 
ers had cruised west of Columbus, 
protected by attack and pursuit 
squadrons, on a bombing raid upon 
the Griggs Dam, which serves the 
Red vapital as a water supply.

One of the groups which would have 
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been affected by the lockout prompt- 
ly brought an injunction against the 
employers. The injunction at least 
served the purpose of affording a 
breathing spell during which various 
interested agencies could seek a set- 
tlement of the rather complicated 
and menacing controversy. 

These efforts appear to have been 
successful. Both sides have made 
reasonable concessions. Fhe cement 
workers have withdrawn their in- 
junction; the electrical workers who 
are on strike have agreed to go 
back to their jobs. The electrical- 
fixture dispute, with other issues, 
is to be submitted to arbitration.

GUARDING THE GATES. 


Certain professors at Cambridge 
and various literary persons are 
making a great outcry because an 
imported English translation of a 
French book called ‘‘ Candide” has 
been declared obscene by the Cus- 
toms authorities at Boston. The 
Collector of that port has the legal 
right under the Tariff act to prohibit 
the importation of obscene merchan- 
dise. His reader in this case was 
the Assistant Collector. He has done 
his duty as a plain man and a 100 
per cent American. A fresh officia! 
mind is peculiarly suited for the dis- 
charge of such a function. It is not 
affected by conventional and tradi- 
tional standards ~~1 opinions. It 
knows not even the existence of 
proof aliunde. Its conclusions should 
be accepted gratefully by all who 
admire the processes and results of 
bureaucratic ratiocination combined 
with high moral ideals. 

The Assistant Collector seems to 
have been sustained af Washington. 
He says he sent the offending work 
three weeks ago to the Commis- 
sioner of Customs who made the 
official ruling that it be proceeded 
against according to law. Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury LOWMAN, 
who attends to customs as well as 
prohibition, had not been informed 
a couple of days ago. According to 
a Washington dispatch in The Bos- 
ton Transcript, no report has been 
received at the Treasury. In time 
the Treasury will hear of it. Some- 
body in the Customs Bureau will 
have to read this English “ Candide.” 
If there is an appeal, Mr. LOWMAN 
himself will have to pronounce the 
final decision. Surely he can be 
trusted to stand on the side of 
protection. 

For large issues are involved. We 
understand that this VOLTAIRE didn’t 
even write under his own right 
name. That shows the kind of sus- 
picious character he was. If one of 
his books was burned by the public 
hangman in the eighteenth century, 
it is all too little for this progressive 
age to seize imported copies of an- 
other. Mr. LOWMAN suggests that 
there may have been something 1n 
the text of the edition banned in 
Boston not to be found in other 
editions. He misses the point. This 
edition is imported. It is therefore 
objectionable in itself. It is properly 
scrutinized by the Customs people 
as a presumably dangerous alien 
and an underminer of American 
standards of living. 

We do not permit ourselves to 
read imported foreign books, but we 
find in the Encyclopaedia Britannica 
an article by GEORGE SAINTSBURY. 
whose literary judgments are said 
to be trustworthy in spite of his 
strange infatuation for French wines 
and cooking. He speaks of “the 
“(from a literary point of view) 
“unsurpassable tale of ‘ Candide.’ ” 
Isn’t this an admission by implica- 
tion that the moral tone of the bock 
is low? Moreover, “ inauspicious” 
is a well-known meaning of “ ob- 
scene,” -“ Candide” is said to be an 
attack on optimism. Now optimism 
with heaven-hitting protection is the 
heart of the Republican party. To 
it such an attack is inauspicious, 
ill-timed and immoral. When the 
Boston Assistant Collector uses thé 
adjective “dirty,” it will not do to 
argue that he means “foggy,” 
“ muddy,” transferring to the book 
the fogginess and muddiness which 
irony, dimly but uncomfortably per- 
ceived, creates in the official bosom. 

No; he must mean that importers 
and foreigners are “doing us dirt.” 
The feelings and morals of our Cus- 
toms officers ‘must be protected.

A NICE DISCRIMINATION. 


Debate continues about the con- 
stitutional right of the Senate to 
add the debenture clause to the farm 
relief bill, This has been sharply 
challenged by the House of Repre- 
sentatives, though, after putting its 
view of the usurping Senate on rec- 
ord, it consented to waive its objec- 
tions for the: purpose of conferring 
with the Senate committee in order 
to see if anything could be done 
about it. The claim has been, of 
course, that the debenture clause 
really amounted to a bill to “ raise 
revenue,” which by the Constitu- 
tion must originate in the House. 
Weighty arguments were made in 
the Senate to show that the deben- 
ture was not, strictly speaking, a 
revenue bill, and that the Senate 
was empowered to offer it as an 
amendment, as it constitutionally 
May amend even any revenue bill 
sent to it by the House. But now 
the Senate metaphysicians have gone 
further and advanced a distinction 
which apparently never occurred to 
the authorities of the House. 

It was put forward with great 
solemnity on Tuesday by Senator 
WALSH of Montana, though he had 
been partly anticipated by Senator 
Norris. The common assertion has 
been that the debenture plan is the 
same thing as a bounty, or a sub- 
sidy, to be paid directly out of the 
Treasury. The charge has _ been 
made in violent terms that it is pro- 
posed to let farmers “take money 
out of the Treasury.” But listen to 
Senator WALSH: “This provision 
“puts no money into the Treasury: 
“it prevents money from going into 
“the Treasury.” The phrase used 
by Senator NorRIS was that the de- 
benture plan would simply “ inter- 
cept” money on its way to the 
Treasury. 

This is an acute distinction, wor- 
thy of DUNS SCOTUS or any other 
medieval Schoolman. But is it not 
really a distinction without a differ- 
ence? The money is just as truly 
lost to the Treasury as if it were 
taken out of it after being received. 
A hold-up man, seizing money on 
its way to be deposited in the bank, 
could not perhaps be technically 
convicted as a bank robber. But 
whether the money was ‘“inter- 
cepted” en route or actually taken 
out of the bank vaults, the courts 
would find a way to define his crime 
and to punish him for it. However, 
we must thank the Senate just the 
same for lightening up the contro- 
versy with this delightful interpre- 
tation. If the wise do not use the 
word stealing, but call it “‘ convey,” 
the farmers may well say that the 
process of intercepting public money 
is very innocent. But the doubt 
remains whether some banker or 
note-shaver will not intercept the 
farmer before he gets his debenture 
cashed at its face value. 





THE HOFFMAN MURDER TRIALS 


The contention of counsel for 
HARRY L. HOFFMAN in his fourth 
trial for the murder of Mrs. BAUER 
on a lonely Staten Island road ou 
March 25, 1924, that the State’s cir- 
cumstantial evidence was too con- 
tradictory to prove guilt beyond a 
reasonable doubt, convinced the jury. 
The trial must take its place in the 
list of celebrated cases. The mur- 
der itself remains a mystery. Mrs. 
BAUER could not be connected with 
any person who had a motive to take 
her life. She was driving in an 
automobile with her mother and 
her daughter of 3 years when it 
stalled in a rut. She got out to find 
assistance, and was last seen by her 
mother talking to a man in a car 
not far from the spot. Apparently et 
his suggestion, she entered it for the 
purpose of finding a mechanic to 
help her, and she drove off with the 
stranger. Later her body was found 
by the side of a road in a wooded 
tract. She had been shot dead. 

A month after the crime HOFFMAN, 
@ moving picture operator, was 
arrested. and charged with the 
murder. Three days after it he mailed 
a@..25 calibre automatic revolver to 
his brother. Witnesses were put 
on the stand to identify HorrMAN. 
One, was.a girl of 13.at the time 
of the first trial in May, 1924, 
but cross-examination developed the 
fact that her identification was 
ba-ed on a newspaper picture after 
she had declared at a police station 
that HOFFMAN, whom she saw there, 
was not the man. A police sergeant 
also identified the defendant, but he 
| nad said nothing about seeing Horr- 
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of the murder until a m- :th later. 
Pistol experts could not agree about 
the bullet produced having been 
fired from the weapon owned by 
HOFFMAN. His explanation of mail- 
ing it to his brother was that pos- 
session’ might implicate him, and 
yet, according to his own story, he 
was in Manhattan when the mur- 
der was committed. His alibi was 
attacked, testimony being offered 
that. he was not at the time in a 
broker’s office where he alleged that 
he was. He seems to have conspired 
with.a friend to make out the alibi, 
according to testimony given. His 
counsel in the fourth trial accounted 
for his peculiar behavior and his 
ruses to escape conviction by at- 
tributing them to motion picture 
hysteria, HOFFMAN knowing that he 
was suspected. A point was made 
by his counsel that he was lert- 
handed and that it would have been 
difficult to operate ‘a safety catch 
“which is freed by the action of 
“one’s right thumb.” On the fourth 
trial, which ended on Wednesday, 
the jury decided on a verdict of 
acquittal. , 

What made the case otherwise 
singular and unaccountable was the 
functioning of the legal processes or 
machinery in the unusual number 
of trials. The first resulted in con- 
viction of second degree murder and 
a sentence of “‘ twenty years to life.” 
An appeal was filed, but it was not 
until Jan. 5, 1927, that his lawyer 
argued the appeal. A new trial was 
granted on June 1, 1927. It was 
pronounced a mistrial because coun- 
sel collapsed from heart disease. In 
a third trial the jury disagreed. By 
the time the fourth took place wit- 
nesses were more muddled in their 
testimony than ever, faltering from 
defective memory. HOFFMAN had 
become from prison life and strain 
a spectre of the man who was put 
on trial in 1924. . The case was both 
puzzling and painful. 











KU-KLUXING THECONSTITUTION 


So persistent has been the hos- 
tility of some Americans toward 
foreigners that it is not. surprising 
to find the sentiment appearing even 
in such a matter as the question 
of . Congressional reapportionment. 
It has been proposed, by Senator 
SACKETT of Kentucky, that aliens 
shall be excluded in determining the 
basis of representation in the House. 
The idea appears to be that they 
are not so good as the native born. 
While the proposal does not go so 
far as to suggest disfranchising 
them, their presence is to be ignored 
in compiling the number of inhabi- 
tants per district for the purpose of 
allotting members of the House of 
Representatives. 

In the debate on the bill Senators 
frequently quoted from The Fed- 
eralist and other writings of the 
“Fathers.” If the Senator from 
Kentucky were to familiarize him- 
self with another of the writings of 
the first days of the Republic, which 
is officially designated ‘ Constitu- 
tion of the United States,” he 
would find that the Fourteenth 
Amendment, in Section 2, reads: 

Representatives shall be appor- 
tioned among the several States 
according to their respective num- 
bers, counting the whole number 
of persons in each State, excluding 
Indians not taxed. 

It is true that this amendment 
also provides that when the right to 
vote for the principal Federal and 
State officers is denied to any male 
citizen 21 years or more of age, 
the basis of representation shall be 
reduced “in the proportion which 
“the number of such male citizens 
“shall bear to the whole number of 
“male citizens 21 years of age in 
“such State.” Nowhere in this or 
subsequent amendments is the racial 
origin of such citizens held to dis- 
qualify them in any way. In fact, 
it is the clear intent of the amend- 
ment to prevent discrimination. 

Fortunately, the reapportionment 
bill in the Senate is in charge of 
Senator VANDENBERG of Michigan, 
who has denounced the Sackett 
amendment as unconstitutional. He 
has pointed out that if there is to 
be any change in the Constitution 
referring to apportionment it should 
exclude only such persons as may 
not exercise the franchise. Even 
this suggestion, however, raises 
grave doubts. In view of the obvious 
clearness of the language of the 
Constitution itself, it seems futile as 
well as foolish to suggest changes. 
Certainly to base the proposed re- 
duction solely on racial origin is to 
carry xenophobia to an extreme.

“THE SIGNERS.” 


This time the “signers” are both 
American and British, and while 
each pledges anew loyalty ‘to’ his 
own country, they all are convinced 
that the welfare of either is linked 
“ indissolubly ” with something that 
makes them morally interdependent, 
as they are in fact physically. 
economically and intellectually. The 
declaration which these signers 
have made recites no grievances, 
asks for no concessions of sover- 
eignty from either country, but 
makes clear that it is for no “light 
or transient cause ’’—to borrow the 
phrase of our Declaration of ‘Inde- 
pendence—that their joint signa- 
tures are put to this document of 
friendship and accord... 

It is a declaration of belief and 
“ creative faith.” It is the creed of 
a united conviction shared by men 
o: differing theological views, but 
ef one mind with respect to the sal- 
vation of.civilization.on the earth. 
It fs that the earth must have done 
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with war “infact, in expectation 
and in planning.” To that end the 
multilateral treaties must be sup- 
ported by policies and programs in 
the signatory countries, giving sub- 
stance to the things hoped for in the 
treaties themselves. It is the long- 
ing of humanity as ‘a whole, but in 
bringing the fulfilment of that hope 
these two nations,. between whom 
only the ‘ political bonds ” have been 
separated, must plan unitedly, else 
the hope is vain. “Another col- 
lision between great nations,” and 
even if civilization survived the as- 
sault, it would suffer a cumulative 
loss. beyond the repair of decades, 
if not of centuries. 

The standard of a permanent 
peace has been. set up, America tak- 
ing a leading part in that effort and 
achievement. A court for the judi- 
cial settlement of international dis- 
putes has also been ‘established upon 
plans prepared largely by an emi- 
nent American statesman. And the 
machinery for friendly consideration 
of matters of international concern 
has been fashioned, also largely by 
American hands. ‘ 

We cannot keep ourselves out of 
cooperation with these agencies of 
the world’s peace without suffering 
the world’s opprobrium for not help- 
ing to perpetuate the peace which 
we have had a proud part in bring- 
ing, temporarily at least, to a brok- 
en earth. The signed statement of 
these representative Americans and 
Englishmen is an unofficial decla- 
ration of which millions of Ameri- 
cans would doubtless also be glad to 
be ‘‘ signers.”

A Civil Service 
Commission usual- 
ly has a rather un- 
comfortable time 
of it when the fem- 
inists make their plea for absolute 
and exact equality in the eyes of the 
law. A group of ardent exponents 
of women’s rights appeared before 
the local commission Wednesday to 
urge the adoption of a rule that no 
person may be barred from a civil 
service examination because of 
sex. President Kaplan defended the 
board’s position by questions: 

“Would you permit women to take 
examinations for street cleaners?” 

“Yes,’? was the undaunted reply. 

Not to be so easily discomfited, 
Mr. KAPLAN dared one step further, 
and asked if his ‘petitioner would 
favor women attendants in public 
baths for men. That made _ the 
speaker hesitate. 

“Well, I don’t know,’’ she finally 
replied, ‘‘I understand they have 
them in Sweden.’’ 

After considerable discussion, dur- 
ing which the commissioners sug- 
gested a number of other jobs they 
thought were not appropriate for 
women, only to have the speakers 
express dissent, the commission re- 
served decision. If the rule is adopt- 
ed, women may be allowed to. take 
the examination for firemen if they 
want to, but it is doubtful if any will 
ever be certified as eligible. Just 
what will become of the man who 
takes an examination for police ma- 
tron, pleading that under the pro- 
posed rule he may not be disbarred 
by sex, does not appear. _ 

As for street cleaners, might not 
the commission find a happy com- 
promise by advertising neither for 
men only nor for women only, but 
for couples? They could take turns 
pushing the receptacle around and 
wielding the broom. This would be 
quite in accord with the modern 
spirit.

the supply of that most 
succulent of fishes should become 
depleted, may take comfort from the 
latest bulletin put out by the State 
Conservation Department. 

Commissioner Macpona.p, bent on 
improving the fishery in the Hudson 
River, is buying all the fertile eggs 
that are offered. These will be 
hatched at the department’s Sum- 
mitville Field Hatchery and the fry 
planted in the Hudson. He expects 
to start several million youngsters on 
the road to edible maturity® before 
the present season is closed. 

In 1924 the catch of shad in the 
Hudson dropped to 55,000 pounds. 
The prospect looked very dark. For- 
tunately, the shad came back. In 
1927 the catch was 226,388 pounds. 
There are no later statistics avail- 
able, but Mr. MacponaLp appears 
optimistic. 

‘The Federal Government has al- 
ways taken an active interest in the 
shad of the Atlantic Coast. It has 
a hatchery on the Potomac where 
millions of them are artificially 
mothered and where, just about at 
this time of year, the cognoscenti 
occasionally repair for a shad-bake. 
The planks have been used since 
President CLEVELAND’s time and im- 
part a rare flavor to these delight- 
fully anadromous creatures. 











Laboratory Criticism. 
To the Lditor of The New York Times: 

Tue New Yorx Times takes pride in ex- 
ercising a careful censorship over its adver- 
tising columns, All copy that bears indica- 
tions of quackery or scientific inaccuracy is 
rigorously excluded. The food faker and 
the faddist find no place in THe TiMEs. 
The attention devoted’ by your newspaper to 
the recent contributions to many branches 
of science has heen noteworthy, highly ap- 
preciated and often commented upon in the 
circles of men of science. 

In view of this, many of your readers 
must have been astounded by a letter on 
“Beet Sugar’s Therapeutic Value’ that was 
printed on the editorial page. of the issue 
of May 17. One paragraph of the letter is 
as follows: 


Beet sugar contains a substance which 
enables it to ferment more rapidly than 
cane sugar and thereby entails less wear 
and tear on the body. Any food grown 
from a seed or in the presence of a seed 
contains a substance similar to that in 
beet sugar. Sugar cane rarely produces a 
seed. It grows by fermentation. Each 
time a substance goes through the cy- 
cles of fermentation higher types of poi- 
sons are produced. The first cycle with 
beet sugar goes on when it is ingested as 
part of the food. If you will look up a 
chemical substance known as betain you 
will find that it has a close relationship 
to those substances considered so impor- 
tant today known as vitamins. Beet sugar 
is of first importance in the treatment of

When asked 
how he enforced the law, he replied that 
he spoke to-any one who dropped paper or 
other litter, and that if carelessness con- 
tinued he presented a summons. He was 


certainly not at all hard on the people, 


for when we remarked on a toy lying on 
the grass he said with a fatherly smile, 
“Oh, that is just the children; they'll pick 
it up before they go.” 

On Sunday ! crossed Central Park by the 
most direct route and counted the paper that 
littered my way. There were 206 papers, 
many of them two or more news sheets. 1 
could not count the scraps. 

Have we Manhattanites as much civic 
pride and sense of beauty as our Brook- 
lyn neighbors? Cannot we support the Park 
Commission in bringing the standards of 
Central Park up to those of Prospect Park?

AIR POLLUTION. | 


Elimination of. Chimney. Products 
and Street Dust Would Be a Benefit. 
To the Editor of The New York Times? 

The effects of air poliution are evi- 
dent in a comparison of maxiraum 
and. minimum temperatures of the 
Weather Bureau observations at 
Mount Vernon and New York. In 
each locality chimney products and 
flying dust are the chief factors of 
pollution. These intercevt a part of 
the heat of the sun, and the result is 
measurable in terms of temperature. 
The mean maximum temperature of 
New York City at Battery Park for 
1928 was 60 degrees; at the Mount | 
Vernon station it was 61.1 degrees. 
At night radiation is more rapid 
through clean air than through air 
clogged with chimney products. As 
a result, the mean minimum temper- 
ature at Battery Park for the year 
was 45.8 degrees; for Mount Vernon 
it was 44.2 degrees. 

Sunshine periods at the two sta- 
tions are measured by the same type 
of recorder. The records of four- 
teen years show that Mount Vernon 
receives from three to nine hours 
more of sunshine than does New 
York City. In part this may be due 
to instrumental error; but the fact 
that the difference has persisted year 
after year is evidence that a differ- 
ence due to insolation exists. 

The interception of a considerable 
proportion of the ultra-violet rays of 
sunlight is a positive loss when meas- 
ured in terms of health; and any re- 
duction in the number of hours of 
sunshine means a loss of ultra-violet 
light—in other words, a loss of sun- 
light therapy. The loss may not be 
measurable, but one cannot reach 
any other conclusion than that it 
exists. 

A method for measuring the pollu- 
tion of the air quickly and easily is 
not now at hand. Quantitative deter- 
minations of pollution require elabo- 
rate apparatus and experience in us- 
ing it. A method of qualitative de- 
termination that may be used quick- 
ly by the physician is within the 
range of possibility, but it has not 
yet been davised. 

So far as public health is con- 
cerned, it is doubtful if the pollution | 
of the air by chimney products is so 
great a source of danger as eat | 
chargeable to street cleaning and the 
removal of ashes and garbage—that | 
is, the flying dust of the air. The | 
late Dr. Prudden exposed small 
dishes plated with a culture medium 
in various localities, subject to the 
dust that might fall upon them. Ex- 
posure lasted five minutes. In such 
experiments one cannot count the 
micro-organisms per se; but when the 
organisms develop into colonies, the 
colonies can be counted and the 
number may be approximately deter- 
mined. In quiet streets from 100 to 
200 colonies were counted on each 
plate. In the streets where sweep- 
ers were at work the number of 
colonies was numbered by _ thou- 
sands. 

One cannot say that any of the 
micro-organisms of street dust are 
pathogenic; it is safe to assume, 
however, that they are not biogenic. 
Moreover, if they are kept on the 
ground, they are not harmful; if they 
are projected into the air, they con- 
stitute a source of possible danger as 
well as a physical discomfort. Both 
as to cleanliness and to health the 
flying dust of the air is a. possible 
source of danger. It may not be 
wholly preventable, but it can be re- 
duced to a minimum that does not 
now exist. 

It is well‘to bear in mind, however, 
that dust, which in part consists of 
matter identical with « .imney prod- 
ucts, is a normal part of the air. As 
a matter of detail, every cubic inch 
of air contains from several thou- 
sand to many thousand dust parti- 
cles. They are molar rather than 
molecular. They constantly float 
mingled with other constituents of 
the atmosphere; and if they are 
brought to the ground it is by means 
other than their own gravity. 

In the meantime, if health authori- 
ties will compel the elimination of 
excess of chimney products and put 
a stopper upon the creation of flying 
street dust, humanity will be the 
gainer, if not in health, at all events 
in comfort.

S. A. Lewisohn on Unemployment. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Sam A. Lewisohn has brought within the 
reach of thousands of readers his recent 
address at Chicago before a joint meeting 
of the Association for Labor Legislation, 
the Sociological Society and the Nationa! 
Community Centre Association. The ad- 
dress dealt with the problem of unemploy- 
ment and the methods of relieving it. While 
Mr. f.ewisohn skillfully portrays the causes 
of unemployment, he does not pretend to 
produce a cure for it. But he says this: 

“Any survey of the problem must lead to 
the conclusion that as a by-product of many 
different situations in our complex life a 
certain residuum of unemployment is non- 
Therefore, while we improve 
the technique of prevention, we cannot af- 
ford to wholly neglect remediable measures. 
Some form of unemploynient insurance. 
either by the Individual employers, by cov- 
erage with large insurance companies or 
mutua! insurance under State Icgisiation. wl- 
timately must be worked out. 

“But in the meantime we are faced with 
the preventive problem. 
for controlling unemployment lies with many 
diverse groups, business, political and pro- 
fessional. The action of the members of 
these groups determines whether unemploy- 
ment shal! be lessened or increased. There- 
fore it is essential that thcy be made alive 
to their responsibilities. Employers par- 
ticularly should be awakened to the ‘part 
they can play in meeting the problem. For 
they are closer to its direct manifestations 
than any other group and thus have: a 
peculiar responsibility for leadership, But 
the mombers of the other groups must not 
fail to do their share in meeting ‘the 
proviem.”’

This acquisi- 
tion was followed this week by a 
change in the Pere Marquette direc- 
torate, the most sweeping railroad 
men have Séen in years. The Van 
Sweringens ousted ten of the fif- 
teen directors of the Pere Marquette, 
those ejected including such well- 
known figures as Edward N. Brown, 
Matthew C. Brush and Marcus L. 
Bell. Mr. Bernet, O. P, Van Swer- 
ingen and other members of the C. 
& O. board were elected to fill their 
places.

Waldorf to Stand Pending New Financing, 
But Report of Collapse of Deal Is Denied 





The Waldorf-Astoria is not to be 
‘demolished just at present and may 
stand for several months before it is 
turned over to the wretkers.- A re- 
port yesterday that the sale of the 
property last December by _ the 
Boomer-du Pont interests to the 
Bethlehem Engineering Company, of 
which Floyd De L. Brown is presi- 
dent, had fallen through was em- 
phatically denied by both Mr. Brown 
and the Boomer-du Pont interests. 

Mr. Brown attributed the rumor to 
the fact that several tenants in the 
old Waldorf had been allowed to re- 
main, as it had been decided not to 
demolish the old building on June 1, 
when title would be obtained, as the 
secondary financing of the project 
had not. been arranged. 

The primary financing: was made 
by the Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Company, with a $24,000,000 loan cov- 
ering the entire project, which, ac- 
cording :to plans filed, calls for a 
fifty-story office building with stores 
and banking quarters on the Fifth 
Avenue-Thirty-third and Thirty- 


fourth Street fronts. According to 
Mr. Brown, it was agreed when the 
property was sold that title be taken 
on June 1 and that three payments 
be made to the sellers — $1,500,000 
when contracts of sale were signed,

June 1. 

“The first two payments have been 
met,’’ said Mr. Brown, ‘‘and so will 
the third, but we will not go ahcad 
with the demolition of the structure 
until the secondary financing is ar- 
ranged.

Mayor Walker regards as all but 
assured his revived project for con- 


tiple dwellings to replace tenements 
on the lower east side, in connection 
with the proposed widening of Chrys- 
tie and Forsyth Streets. As evidence 
of his confidence he caused the 
Board of Estimate yesterday to re- 
store the subject to the calendar and 
to name June 13 as the date for a 
public hearing on the enterprise. 

It was learned that the Mayor 
hopes that John D. Rockefeller Jr. 
may be willing to cssume a leading, 
if not an exclusive, part in financing 
the construction of the apartment 
houses. 

When Mayor Walker was asked 
last night to confirm this report, he 
said: 

“As a matter of fact, I have an 
appointment for a conference with 
Mr. Rockefeller for tomorrow after- 
noon. The primary cause of our 
meeting is a different subject, but it 
is not unlikely that in the course 
of our conversation the east side 
housing project and its financing 
may be brought up.”’ 


Architect Aproves Plan. 


The Mayor told friends some 
weeks ago that, once it appeared 
that a sufficient number of property 
owners in the Chrystie-Forsyth 
Streets area were willing to sell to 
the city on reasonable terms, he 
would consult Andrew J. Thomas, 
architect, of 2 West Forty-sixth 
Street, who is known as ‘‘the Rocke- 
feller architect.”’” He would seek 
the architect’s opinion, he indicated, 
on whether, at the aggregate price 
the city would have to pay for the 
land, it would be practicable to build 
multiple dwellings to rent at an 
average of not more than $10 a 
room ‘and still pay a dividend of 
about 5 per cent to the constructing 
corporation or individual. 

Mayor Walker said last night that 
since about 66 per cent of the own- 
ers had now come into line, agree- 
ing to sell on terms not to exceed 
25 per cent in excess of assessed 
valuation of their properties, the 
facts and figures had been laid be- 
fore Mr. Thomas and this expert 
had assured him he now regarded 
the project as entirely feasible. 

Mr. Thomas has been under treat- 
ment for a bronchial affection in 
the Rockefeller Institute for more 
than a week, but he has studied 
while in the hospital the information 
supplied by the Mayor and the 


figures reported from the control-

Finance Department. 

Mr. Thomas ranks as a leading 
architect of multiple dwelling and 
modern ‘garden apartments.” He 
designed and built the Rockefeller 
apartments in Harlem and the Bronx, 


of their kind, and: planned and con- 
structed many units of the garden 
apartment enterprise financed and 
managed by the Queensboro Corpora- 
tion at Jackson Heights, Queens. 
Plan Lapsed in November. 


The project, now revived, was 
abandoned last November because 
many property owners then demand- 
ed what the Mayor considered exces- 
sive prices. In connection with the 
widening of Chrystie and Forsyth 
Streets between Canal and Houston 
Streets it is contemplated to acquire 


Where title 
cannot be taken by private purchase 
the plan is to invoke the right of ex- 
cess condemnation for acquiring land 
in excess of that actually required 
for street widening. 

After demolition of the present 
tenements the land may be leased 
for ninety-nine years to philanthropic 
capitalists who will be willing to erect 
model tenements on the excess land 
for a return of not more than about 
5 per cent on their investment, 

When Mr. Thomas gave his opinion 
that it would be possible, with the 
city paying about $10,000,000 fur the 
land, for apartment houses to be 
built in which rentals need not ex- 
ceed $10 a room, the Mayor ex- 
plained, the architect meant ‘an 
average of $10 a room.’’ Rentals 
for choice corner apartments, for in- 


stance, might go as high. as $12 a 
room, but this would be offset by 


a@ room. 

Mayor Walker, by unanimous con- 
sent, bap the matter up in the 
Board of Estimate yesterday and, on 
motion of Julius Miller, Borough 
President of Manhattan, the board 
ordered that additional maps for the 
widening of the two streets be re- 
ferred to the chief engineer of the 
board and ‘that a public hearing be 
set for June 13.

WASHINGTON, .May 23.—With 
Mrs. Herbert Hoover and members 
of the diplomatic set looking on, 
the United States defeated Japan in 
the opening match of their Davis 
Cup tie at the Chevy Chase Club 
today and was leadine in the sec- 
ond when play was called by prear- 
ranged agreement owing to the late- 
ness of the hour. 

John Hennessey of Indianapolis de- 
feated Tamio Abe in the first 
match, 8—6, 6—1, 3—6, 6—1, and John 
Van Ryn of East Orange, N. J., ap- 
peared to be on the verge of yjctory 
over Yoshiro Ohta, when hostilities 
were suspended with the score stand- 
ing, 4-6, 7—5, 6—2, 4—2 in favor of 
the American. Play will be resumed 
tomorrow afternoon at this point and 
shortly following the conclusion of 
the match the doubles engagement 
will be put on. 

Ohta and Abe will represent Japan 
in the doubles while Hennessey and 
Van Ryn were named by Captain 
Fitz-Eugene Dixon as America’s en- 
try, although he stated that it is 
subject to change according to the 
outcome of Van Ryn’s match with 
Ohta. 

Greets Team Members. 


Close to 2,000 spectators attended 
the matches this afternoon with a 
host of notables in the official life 
of Washington occupying boxes. In 
addition to Mrs. Hoover, who was es- 
corted by the White House Naval 
aides there were also present the 
Japanese, German and Spanish Am- 
bassadors, the Swedish. Minister, 
Madame Claudel, wife of the French 
Ambassador, and Princess de Ligne 
of Belgium. Mrs. Hoover entered 
her box on the west side of the 
court just before the opening match 
got under way and greeted the mem- 
bers of the two teams, who were 
her guests at tea at the White 
House yesterday. 

While the results of the play, as far 
as it went, were in accordance with 
expectations, the honors of the day 
went to Japan, which made a far 
stronger showing than any one had 
been prepared for. Both Abe and 
Ohta produced a decidedly superior 
brand ‘of tennis to what they had 
shown in practice, and while the 
former’s success in taking a set from 
Hennessey was due in part to the 
disappointing play of his opponent, 
Ohta thoroughly earned every point 
he won from Van Ryn, who was 
keenly on edge and who appeared 
in the early stages of the match to 
be headed for defeat in spite of the 
brilliance of his stroking. 

The match between the Japanese 
captain and the young Princeton 


graduate was easily the finest exhi- | 


bition of tennis that the Davis Cup 
ties have produced on this side to 
date and was worthy of the brilliant 
gathering that witnessed it. Ohta’s 
play so far excelled his previous per- 
formances in this country as to be 
a revelation and testified to the 
profit he derived from his prepara- 
tion against Europe’s best before 
coming to America last week.

They were 
outclassed in practically every de- 
partment of the game, by the 
Spanish and Dutch girls who de-

FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Recovery in Stocks, Bank Rate 
Not Changed, Time Money 
Tightens. 








No change was made yesterday in 
the Reserve bank rate. Since, how- 
| ever, it had become known that the 
| board of the New York institution 
| favored a rise from 5 per cent to 6, 
| the centre of financial interest in 
the matter had shifted from New 
York to Washington. The initiative 
for such a change would now have 
to be taken by the Federal Reserve 
Board, to the extent of intimating 
that its objections to New York’s 
application for the higher rate would 
be withdrawn. This fact was made 
the basis for a variety of flying ru- 
mors, during business hours and 
afterward. <A reported tie of the six 
appointed members of the Reserve 
Board on the question, which would 
leave the casting vote to Secretary 
Mellon as ex-officio member of the 
board, was the most widely circulat- 
ed story. 

But it so happens that there Is still 
| another ex-officio member than the 
| the Secretary of the Treasury, and if 
| both Mr. Mellon and the Controller 
| of the Currency were to vote, there 
| would be eight voices on the ques- 
| tion. The whole idea was a bit 
| strained. The delay may conceiv- 

ably have meant division in the Re- 

serve Board, but it is also possible 

| to suppose that action was deferred 
| for other reasons. The general situ- 
| ation did not appear yesterday to be 
| changed from what it had been be- 
| fore, when the Reserve Board itself 
gave out the Advisory Council’s ur- 
gent recommendation that the high- 
er bank rates be approved. 

Whether in expectation that no 
| change in the rate would be made 
| yesterday, or on the general prin- 
| ciple that so violent a decline as that 
of Wednesday warranted upward re- 
action, most of the stock market 
reversed its action of the day before. 
The movement was not uniform, for 
many stocks ended lower, one of 
them falling 26 points before recov- 
ering 10. But the prevalent trend 
| was upward, especially toward the 
close; advances of 3 to 5 points were 
|numerous, and a few shares which 
| had been weakest the previous after- 
noon rose 8 or 9, though canceling 
thereby only a part of the previous 
day’s losses. Total transactions were 
less by a million shares than 
Wednesday.

TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 





News, Comment and Incident, On the Stock Exchange and In 
the Financial Markets. 


Turning sharply about after ab- 
sorbing heavy selling early in the 
day, the market rallied vigorously in 
the last hour of trading on the Stock 
Exchange yesterday, canceling part 
though not all, of the losses incurred 
the day before. Most of the stocks 
which bore the brunt of Wednesday’s 
selling movement participated in the 
recovery, some in only a small way 
and others to the extent of 4 to 8 
points. There was a spirited advance 
in the last hour in General Electric, 
Columbia Graphophone, Allied Chem- 
ical, Electric Auto Lite, Packard 
Motor, United States Steel, General 
Motors and a few others. The mar- 
ket opened steady and fairly firm, 
then sold off late in the morning, 
rallied shortly after noon and turned 
irregular again, remaining so until 
the brisk upturn in the last hour. 
The general opinion was that the late 


advance was due largely to active 
covering by professionals who had 
sold the market short on the day be- 
fore. The stock market community 
seemed to have shaken off some of 
the uneasiness that had been felt 
recently over an impending increase 
in the rediscount rate and its prob- 


able resuits. 


The Unchanged Bank Rate. 

The remark commonly made, after 
the spokesman for the Federal Re- 
serve had given the word ‘‘no an- 
nouncement”’ following the meeting 
of the bank’s directors yesterday, 
was that the financial community is 
in for another week of uncertainty. 
This feeling offset what might other- 
wise have been gratification because 
of the announced reduction of $45,- 
000,000 in brokers’ loans during the 
week. The reduction was not re- 
garded as large in view of the sweep- 
ing decline in prices during the last 
three days covered by the statement. 
The feeling was rather general, how- 
ever, that the prolongation of the 
6 per cent rate for call money was 


a direct reflection of the stock mar- 
ket’s heavy liquidation. It was point- 
ed out that, in former years, a fall 
in the call-money rate was looked 
for as the necessary result of such 
a movement, even though the general 
credit situation had continued

Hoping For Good News.

Reserve Board and Reserve Banks. 


Apparently because of the absence 
of Secretary Mellon and Controller 
of Currency Pole from the meeting 
of the Federal Reserve Board yes- 
terday, Wall Street’s advices from 
Washington asserted that a 3-to-3 
tie prevailed on the question of 
permitting the regional banks to 
increase their rediscount rates at 
their discretion. Talk of the mat- 
ter’s being put up to Secretary Mel- 
lon individually for decision was 
somewhat discounted by the infer- 
ence that another tie would result if 
Mr. Mellon voted one way and the 


Controller another, and that, if both 
were. to vote in unison, the supposed 
tie would result in a 5-to-3 majority 
for the action they favored. Wall 
Street’s view of the whole situation 
was much confused in the afternoon, 
but there did not seem to be any 
general belief that an advance in 
bank rates had been indefinitely 
postponed.

BUSINESS ACTIVITY. | 
REACHES NEW PEAKS 


First Four Months of the Year 
Showed Sound Conditions, 
‘Secretary Lamont Says. 








EMPLOYMENT WAS HIGHER 





Wage Rates 9 Per Cent Above a 
Year Ago—Liabilities in Com- 
mercial Failures Lower,

WASHINGTON, May 23.—Declar- 
ing that the fundamental condition 
of business was sound, Secretary of 
Commerce Lamont today stated that 
the first four months of this year 
showed greater industrial and com- 
mercial activity than ever before 
recorded in a similar period. Prac- 
tically all records of production, 
trade and finance, he said, showed 
decided increases over the same pe- 
riod a year ago, and most of them 
reached record totals. 

Mr. Lamont cited a decline in the 
liabilities of failing business firms, 
the relative stability of commodity 
prices, and the fact that factory em- 
ployment was 5 per cent greater and 
wage rates 9 per ‘cent higher than 
in the first four months of last year. 

‘The output: of steel ingots, which 
feflects demand for materials in 
many industries,’’ Mr. Lamont said,

Points to Auto Production. | 


‘Automobile production, which fur- | 
nishes a valuable indicator of the| 
general buying power of the com- 
munity, was more than 50 per cent 
greater than during the first four 
months of last year, over 2,000,000 
cars and trucks being turned out. | 

“Other marked gains in industrial ' 


activity, as compared with the first | 
four months of 1928, include an in- | 
crease of 29 per cent in smelter out- | 
put of copper, of 23 per cent in de- 
liveries of tin to consuming manu- 
facturing plants, of 6 per cent in 
corresponding deliveries of silk, and 
of 12 per cent ih the consumption 
of cotton by the mills. 

“Consumption. of wool by textile 
mills was likewise greater than a 
year ago. An indication of the an- 
ticipation of further growth in man-| 
ufacturing activity is found in the 
fact that new orders for machine 
tools, which are chiefly used for 
making machinery for still further 
production, showed an increase of 44 
per cent. 

“A still broader measure of the 
expansion of industry is furnished by 
the fact that the number of employes | 
in factories was 5 per cent greater 
during the first four months of 1929 
than in the same period of the year 
before, while the increase in the 
amount of pay-rolls, by reason of 
more continuous employment and, 
perhaps, also of higher wage rates, 
was much greater still, amounting to 
9 per cent. Another general indi- 
cator is the number of cars of 
freight loaded, which was 4 per cent 
greater than in 1928. : 





Residential Building Declines. 


“The only important field in which 
decline in activity has thus far been 
reported is that of residential con- 
struction, by reason of which the 
total value of new building con- 
tracts of all classes was 11 per cent 
less than last year. 

“On the other hand, new con- 
tracts for commercial and _ indus- 
trial buildings and for public works 
and utilities were considerably larger 
than last year. New orders for 
fabricated structural steel increased 
28 per cent, reflecting the large vol- 
ume of heavy construction and en- 
gineering projects. 

‘“‘While there are no complete sta- 
tistics of internal mercantile trans- 
actions, the sales of department! 
stores, chain stores and mail order 
houses were greater during the first 
four months of 1929 than in the 
same. period a year ago. 

“Particularly noteworthy has been 
the great increase in our export 
trade, the value of which was much 
greater than in any preceding year 


war period, when prices of commo-, 
dities were far higher. 
be little doubt that, eliminating the 
effect of price changes, record totals 
have been reached. Exports were 
18 per cent greater in value than dur- 
ing the first four months of 1928. 
There was also an increase of 8.3 
per cent in value of imports, reflect- 
ing greater demand for raw ma- 
terials for our factories. 


Check Payments Increase. 


“Financial statistics for the first 
four months also show exceptionally 
high levels. The volume of check 


(where stock exchanged transactions 
greatly affect the volume) was more 
than 10 per cent larger than a year 
ago. Such payments, although some- 
what influenced by speculative trans- 
actions, have to do chiefly with ordi- 
nary industrial and commercial busi- 
ness. 

“Dividend and interest payments 
of corporations showed a gain of 
more than 10 per cent and sales of 
life insurance reached a new high 
record. 

‘Loans and discounts of Federal 
Reserve banks at the end of April 
were 3:per cent greater than a year 
ago, while the Federal Reserve ratio 
averaged more than 4 per cent higher 
than last year. 

“Despite the large business activity 
and the lively speculation in securi- 
ties, the general level of wholesale 
prices during recent months has 
shown practically no change from a 

ear ago and the cost of living index 

s declined somewhat. The price 
situation, as well as the fact that the 
liabilities of failing business firms 
during the first four months were 
10 per cent less than in the corre- 
sponding period of 1928, indicates the 
underlying strength of business.’’

Metal Companies to Build Plant in 
Ontario to Cost $5,000,000. 


Plans for building a $5,000,000 cop- 
per refinery at Copper Cliff, Ont., 
were announced yesterday by the 
American Metal Company, Ltd., of 
61 Broadway, of which Ludwig 
Vogelstein is president. 

e new refinery will be built joint- 
ly by the International Nickel Com- 
pany and the American Metal Com- 
pany, Ltd., and will be the largest 
copper refinery in Canada. It will 
refine the output of International 
Nickel at Copper Cliff. The products 
of these mines, discovered about two 
years ago, have been shipped for 
refinement to Chrome, N. J.,. but the 
long fneight haul will be saved by 
refining the ore on the spot. 

The plant will have a capacity of 
20,000, pounds a month and will 
be so constructed as to permit this 
capacity to be doubled. -It is ex- 
pected that it will be ready for opera- 
tion on Jan. 1, 1931.

They called for ‘‘uniform na- 
tional laws permitting administra- 
tive officers latitude in the uinistra- | cp 
gation of regulations covering dis- 
charge and loading of vessels all 
days and all hours with a uniform 
scale of fixed charges established at 
each port for overtime labor’ and 
the ‘‘establishment of the uniform 
practice, by law or regulation, that 
Sepia to be entered for consumption 

ecome subject to customs charges 
at the time of presentation of clear- 
ance declaration.’’ 

It was pointed out that political 
conditions in the small South Ameri- 
can countries would embarrass ports 
of the United States if uniform laws 
as to the hiring of temporary labor 
were enacted, and that a decision of 
the Supreme Court would not permit 
imports to become subject to customs 
charges when presented for clear- 
ance declaration. Other changes 
dealt with the establishment of a 
common basis for charges rather 
than the charges themselves.
